Radical Changes Made Will in All| 
Probability Result in Good Re- 
ductions in Rates in Every 
Part of the Coun- 
try. 


After Hearing the Reading of West- 
cott’s Testimeny, Judge Speer

Chicago, March 8.—Warned by the agi- 
tation of government control of rates, 
western railroads, according to The Rec- 
ord-Herald, have decided to make volun- 
tary reductions in transportation charges 
amounting in the aggregate to many mil- 
lion dollars annually. 

The proposed reductions are to be made 
in all the rates of the six classes into 
which freight is divided and will be ef-| 
fective in the entire territory between 
the At'antic seaboard and Missouri river. 
In general the reductions will amount to 
approximately 15 per cent. 

The first step was taken in the move- 
ment at a meeting of the traffic execu- 
tive officials of all western railroads. 
The representatives of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Pau! road presented the 
proposition to the meeting for reduc- 
tions, which was forcibly advocated by 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 


railroad. 

Another conference been 
for next Tuesday, at which wi!l be pres- 
ent all of the important jobbers in the 
Missouri river territory. It-is now 
planned, after a conference with the job- 
bers, to determine on a proper basis 
of rate from the seaboard to the. Mie- 
eourt river and then to make corre- 
sponding reductions in the rates from 
Chicago to the Missouri river and from 
the Mississippi to the Missouri river. 
When this is accomplished, it is stated, 
reductions undoubtedly will follow in the 
rates from New York to Chicago, The 
readjustment of rates in the territory 
Mamed will undoubtedly result in similar 
action by other groups of railroads, so 
that the movement of the western rail- 
roads bids fair to be far-reaching and to 
have an important bearing on the future 
relations betwen the railroads and the 
pidlic. The following are the changes 
compared with the present rates proposed 
at today’s meeting:

He took the view that the unit fixed 
by the consulting board was too high, 
and the canal would not cost as much 
as estimated for either type. The testi- 
mony was very technical, and devoted 
largely to criticiam of the minority re- 
port.

@s furious as a drunken woman and two 
policemen could weH have made it. The 
Officers at first tried to handle the woman 
as gently as possible, knowing that she 
was drunk, but she fought with such a 
wild determination that they had +o use 
forcible measures. They took hold of 
her and attempted to handcuff her. 

The woman had an open knife all the 
while, which the officers had not seen.

of amendment. Without doubt, no bill 
has been before congress in years that 
has been given s0 much attention when 
the issue between the opposing factions 
has been one that could be seitled 
through the use of so few words. The 
question is the choice of the words. 

Judicial review of orders of the inter- 
state commerce commission has from the 
first been the only real issue between the 
opposing factions. One faction, that sup- 
porting the bill In its present form, de- 
clares that it has no objection to rail- 
roads having their day in court, and it 
has made the assertion that this is pro- 
vided by the present Dill. The other 
positive faction contends that it wants 
the same thing, but that the bill should 
provide for this in specific terms. There 
are other factions which have amend- 
ments, such as the Spooner plan of im- 
pounding the difference between the com- 
missions and the railroad rate pending a 
determination of the equity of the 
former; and the senators advoaating the 
Bailey proposition, declaring for a full re- 
view by the courts, but limiting the pow- 
er of the circuit courts to enjoin the or- 
ders of the commigsion. | 

There are many senators who admit 
frankly that they are not experts on the 
subject of rajlroad rates, and that they 
have been confused by the various plans 
that have been submitted. These sena- 
tors say that they will have to avait 
the debate on the bill before they can 
feel certain of their position. On this 
account, an accurate poll of the senate 
can not be made. Supporters of a ju- 
dicfal review amendment have been more 
sanguine in their expressions concerning 
the situation since the speech made by 
Senator Bailey yesterday. On the other 
hand, the friends of the house bill seem 
to have been encouraged by the same 
speech. 

Several senators will answer Senator 
Bailey's speech, Among these is Sena- 
tor Nelson. He takes the position that 
Senator Bailey has brought forward a 
plan that is not in harmony with the 
constitution. 

Democratic senators are disposed no; to 
enter into a general discussiom of the 
rate bill until Senator Bailey’s proposi- 
tion has been presented. He was calie 
to Mississippi today by the serious ill- 
nesg of hig father.

The street, 
known as Tabernacle place, which runs 
from Marietta to Luckie, by 7:45 o'clock 
was packed with people all the way from 
Marietta street to the doors of the church 
on the’ corner of Tabernacle place aod 
Luckie street. 

Ne such crowd has ever surged around 
a church edifice in Atlanta, seeking ad- 
mittance, gince the celebrated Sam Jones 
revival of 1896. 

It is conservatively estimated that 
2,009 people were turned away from the 
tabernacle Yast night. In his opening 
remarks Dr. Broughton called attention 
to the vast audience assembled, and told 
of the first audience of the annual con- 
'ference held seven years ago, when there

Ex-Chief Engineer Wallace on the 
Panama Canal. 

The current number of The Engin- 
eering Magazine has an article enti- 
tled “Plain Facts About the Panama 
Canal,” written by no less an author- 
ity than John F. Wallace, until a few 
months ago chief engineer in the 
work of constructing that gigantic 
engineering project. Although Mr. 
Wallace parted company with thea 
Panama canal under circumstances 
that might tend to detract from a dis- 
passionate discussion of the subject 
in a magazine article such as he has 
written, he seems to discuss impar- 
tially and frankly the difficulties he 
experienced in attempting to carry | 
out his duties while acting as chief | 
engineer on the isthmus. 

Mr. Wallace is strongly in favor of 
competent centralized authority in the 
canal work, or the contract system 
pure and simple. He declares that 
red tape and politics will always pre- 
vent efficient or economical construc- 
tion under direct government control, 
with congress continually interfering. 
He points out the entire applicability 
and desirability of the contract sys: 
tem and indicates just how he be- 
lieves it should be employed.- Among) 
other things Mr. Wallace savs:

Chicago Enters on Redemption 

Following one of the most sensa- 
tional, picturesque and bitterly con 
tested fights in the history of the 
city, Chicago has just taken a rad- 
ical step toward the suppression of 
the outlawry which has made the 
municipality a national byword for 
the last few vears. This end was ac- 
complished. through the action of 
council in raising the saloon license 
from $500 to $1,000 a year, ‘the in- 
creased income to be applied to the 


employment of sufficient additional | 


policemen to rid the city of the thugs 
that have so long infested its streets 
by day and by night. Mayor Dunne 
signed the ordinance a8 soon as it 
reached him, and there is little doubt 
that the benefits accruing from its 
provisions will within a short time be 
manifested in the rapid decrease of 
crime. . 

The events and the campaign cll 
maxing in the city council's action 
constitute one of the most remark- 
able episodes in the history of Amer- 
ican municipalities. It is not exag 
geration to say that had the politi- 
cians comprising the governing body 
of Chicago failed to vote as they did, 
there would have been strong proba- 
bilities of the revival of the lamp- 
post method of dealing with recalci- 
trant solons. Chicagoans of all 
classes and convictions swarmed the 
city hall while the balloting was in 
progress, and pandemonium broke 
loose when the passage of the tax in- 
creasing ordinance was announced. 
It is difficult to prognosticate what 
might have happened had the an- 
nouncement been of the opposite na- 
ture. 

For months and months the news- 
papers and public men of the city 
have been clamoring for some form 
of relief frrom the intolerable condi- 
tions. Murders, hold-ups and assaults 
occurred with sickening regularity, 
and though the administration pro- 
fessed it was exerting its best efforts 
to effect reform, little progress was 
visible. The stage was long ago 
reached where life was not considered 
safe in many prominent portions of 
the city, and the perpetration of each 
new outrage was the signal for fresh 
denunciations of the police force and 
new demands on the city council. 
The Chicago Tribune recently printed 
the following table of crime statistics 
in the larger cities for the months of 
‘January and February of this year, 
showing the startling and unwelcgme 


distingtion held by Chicago:

Even after it had been determined 
that the sole hope of redeeming the 
city depended on increased revenue 
from its liquor traffic, the city coun- 
cil showed a surprising indifference 
to the passage of the measure pro- 
posed. Public sentiment, however, 
reached such ominous and _  over- 
whelming proportions that opposition 
gradually dwindled, and when it came 
to the final vote the high license 
ordinance received 40 ballots, while 
its opponents rallied 28 votes. Since 
86 votes were necessary to the pas- 
sage of the ordinanee, it will be seen 
that the citv had a narrow escape. 

The entire country will congratu- 
late Chicago. If the fruits of the re- 
cent victory are demanded with suffi- 
cient public insistence, there will be 
another and a more hopeful story to 
relate when statistics of crime are 
again compiled.

‘Referring to the statement in my last 
letter, that if any one element in a soil 
essential to plan growth be lacking in 
am available form, then that sol] cannot 
produce a good crop, no matter how rich 
the soil may be in the other essential 
elements. You naturally exclaim, then, 
why not have a chemist analyze the soil, 
and tell the farmer what element or ele- 
ments are lacking in his soil and wat 
are abtindant, so that he will know how 
to fertilize—whether he ought to apply 
acid phosphate, or kainit, or cotton seed 
| meal, or lime, one or all, to his land, so 
as to get the best results, and at the 
Same time use the wisest economy in 
the purchase and application of fertil- 
izers. Yes, this is a very natural idea, 
and it was at one time, in the earlier days 
of agricultural science, thought that by 
means of a chemical anlysis of the soil, 
that the key had been found by means 
of which we could unlock the secrets of 
| hatum, and solve all the problems of 
practical agriculture. It was found, how- 
,ever, on trial, that this idea, so beau- 
| tiful.in theory, did not work well in 
| practice. It was discovered, for instance. 
|} that a soil which was producing poor 
| crops contained one-tenth of one per cent 
'Of phosphoric acid, or, calculating to a 
| depth of 9 inches, about 3,000 pounds 
|of phosphoric acid per acre, and yet this 
| Soil was in need of phosphoric acid, De- 
i|cause when acid phosphate was used on 
lit as a manure it responded with largely 
increased vields. Evidently the phospho- 
ric acid in this soil, although abundant 
in quantity, 3,000 pounds per acre, was 
not in a condition available to the plant, 
so that it Cowt® be absorbed by the 
roots.’ 

“Mr. McCandless then goes.on to say 
that, though a chemical may not have 
a practical value along the lines at first 
supposed, it will show the farmer the 
latent qualities of his soil, which may 
be developed. That is. the unavailable 
phosphoric acid, for instance, may be so 
treated as to become available. 

“Dr. McCandless also suggests a plan 
'by which any farmer can test his own 
This is by laying off an acre into 
smali plots and trying it with different 
| fertilizers, and with no fertilizer, each 
Section of the test acre being treated dil- 
ferently. He says, in his report, on this 
} subject: 

"First, select a piece of ground as 
‘level as possible, so that rain may not 
wash the fertilizer from one plot iMlw 
an adjoining plot. Secondly, for the pur- 
pose of the experiment, mark of ten 
plots, each one just one-tenth of an acre 
in area. If convenient, make the plots 
long and narrow, say 136 feet long Dy 
32 feet wide; these dimensions would 
enable you to have eight long ,rows, 4 
feet apart, in each plot. Any, other shape 
of plot will answer, only we careful to 
lay off the plots so that they shall each 
contain one-tenth of an acre, or 4,356 
square feet. Separate the plots from 
each other by paths at least 3 feet wide, 
so that the effect of fertilizer in one 
plot may yet be felt in an adjoining 
plot.

Official announcement was made today 
that the Corona Coal and Iron Company 
would increase its annual output to about 
1,000,000 tons of coal. This will be prac- 
tically twice. the present output of: the 
company, whicpy last year mined about 
480,000 tons of coal. 

Engineers and experts have recently 
inspected the properties of the company, 
which are largely in Walker county, weat 
of Birmingham, and have made a favor- 
report to the owners of the com- 

recommending the improvements. 
Pittsburg Coal Company owns the 
company. 

The holdings of the company in Ala- 
bama include about 30,000 acres of coal 
property, some of which is about the best 
in state. The improvements to be 
made will include mining machinery of 
kinds ang houses for the miners to 
occupy.

PIONEER HEINZ 
CROSSES RIVER 


Charles Heinz Was in Eighty- 
second Year of His 
Age. 


Charles Heinz, an Atlanta pioneer and 
a resident of the city for nearly three- 
quarters of a century, died at his resi- 
dence, 233 Whitehall street, yesterday 
morning at 5:26 o’clock after an illness 
of little more than two weeks. 

The funeral will be held at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon at.the residence, conduct- 
ed by Rev. Richard Orme Flinn, of the 
North Avenue Presbyterian church. 

The pa'ibearers will be 4 A. Schilling, 
A. L. Kontz, Captain D. G. Wylie, Wil- 
liam Erskine, R. KE. Colhngs, R. A 
Wiles, T. M. Poole and Clark Howell, 
Sr. An honorary escort wl be formed 
by the old Atlanta fire department com- 
pany No. |, of which Mr. Heinz was a 
member. 

Mr. Heinz was in his eighty-sewond 
year and throughout his life had been a 
man of excetlent constitution. Last fall 
his health began to give way and at that 
time, for a month or more, his condition 
was critical, but his splendid strength 
enabled him to pull through. Two weeks 
ago he began failing rapidly and this 
time his strength failed to rally. Since 
last Monday his death had been almost 
hourly expected, al! hope being aban- 
doned by his physician Wednesday night. 
Mr. Heinz:.was a quiet, useful citizen 
of Atlanta and his death will occasion 
Sincere regret. 

Charles Heinz was born in Germany 
and came to this country in the early 
40's. After passing two years in New 
York he came south, locating in Colum- 
bia, S. C. In the early ’50’s Mr. Heinz 
came to Atlanta, then a smal] place, 
opening @ gunsmith shop. It was the 
first place of the kind in this section 
of the country and from the Start Mr. 
Heinz prospered, the house on Alabama 
Street now conducted by his sons John 
and Charles Heinz being the results of 
the modest start. 

Before coming to Atlanta Mr. Heinz 
Married Miss Margaret Berkle. sister of 
John Berkle who was. for years associ- 
ated with Mr. Heinz in business. Since 
the dissolution of that partnership Mr. 
Heinz’s sons have been practically in 
aharge of the business, the father how. 
ever, passing the greater part of his 
time up to last fall. about the house on 
Alabama street. In October last, Mr. 
Heinz was taken ill and for weeks his 
life was despaired of. But his remark- 
able constitution brought him through 
and for more than a month, just passed 
he was seen again at his place of busi- 
ness almost every day. His span of life, 
however, had been about run and, when 
some three weeks ago he found himself 
too weak to leave home his family be- 
gan to realize that the end was near at 
hand. For two weeks past his eondition 
has been growing worse daily and his 
death at any minute would have cause? 
no surprise. 

With the death of Mr. Heinz another of 
Atlanta’s old landmarks has gone away 
One by one the men who hel ped make 
Atlanta what it Its today have passed 
from the stage of life. A few of thos» 
with whom he came in contact in the 
days of his location here are left—a 
mighty few.

ing, Atlanta’s first skyscraper, was 
built; Hon. Jonathan Norcross. once 
mayor of Atlanta: William Markham 
Christian Kontz, father of Hon. An- | 
toine Kontz and Judge Kontz; G. W. 
Collier, builder of the Aragon: W. M. 
Lowry, father of Captain R. J. Lowry: 
John Maier, the portrait worker and At- 
lanta’s first artist in that Mne, father of 
Armein and Albert Mater: Major Mecas- 
lin; Peter Lynch,. John Lynch H. Muh- 
lenbrick, Lewis Bender, John Domini, Al} 
Deihl, Jake Emme, Billy Forsyth. John 
H. Flynn, for years master mechanic at 
the Western and Atlantic shops; John 
Garmany. the Haneys, father and sons. 
all known as successful fire fighters; 
the Manns, the Jentzens, Jerry Lynch, 
Captain Martin Nally, the- Rauschen- 
purges and the Erskines—a few of whom 
are yet alive—were among Mr. Heinz’s 
associates and friends in the early days 
of his residence here.

Rome, March 8.—The Marchioness of 
Corsini, formerly Princess Barberini, was 
killed this evening by the overturning of 
an automobile, in which she was rid- 
ing with her husband, who is*King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel’s master of horse. 

The marchioness, who was 62 years of 
age, was driving the automobile, her 
husband, aged 69 years, sitting - beside 
her. While crossing a bridge in the sub- 
urbs, seeing a cart approaching, the 
marchioness essayed to turn out to give 
the cart safe roadway, but rawge the 
automobile into the parapet of the bridge 
with such violence that the parapet 
gave way and the automobile was thrown 
from the brigge into the ditch, 15 feet 
below, turning it cempleiely over as it 
fell. The marquis and the chauffeur 
escaped without a scratch; but the mar- 
chioness was crushed to deathe

Chicago, March 8.—Improvement in de- 
mand for cash wheat in outside grain 
centers today resulteg in active covering 
by shorts in the local market and caused 
a firm close, final quotations on the May 
option being up 3-8@!-2c. Corn was up 
3-8c. Oats were i-4c higher. Provis- 
lons 2 I-2c lower to !0Oc higher. 

The wheat market was weak at times, 
but on the whole was inclineg to be firm. 
At the opening prices showed little 
change in the chosing quotations of /ast 
night, the May option being !-8c higher 
to I-4c lower at 76 7-8@77 1-4. JEarly 
sentiment among pit traders was for the 
most part bearish, because of favorabie 
crop conditions in the southwest. The 
crisis in the French cables, however, 
caused coonsiderable anxiety among | 
shorts, who covered freely during the 
first half hour, the greatest démand be- | 
ing for the May delivery. This carried | 
the ‘price of’ that option up to 77 5-8c. The: 
advance brought out liberal-sales by local | 
longs and cOmmission houses and caused 
a Sharp reaction, the price of May drop. 
ping to 76 3-4c. On ‘the break, however, 
shorts biq eagerly and the market quickly 
regained its firmness. The feature of 
trading was the relative strength of May 
as compareg to the July option. The rea-' 
son for this was a good demang for cash 
wheat in the northwest and southwest 
and reports of the much improved de- 
mang for export. The close was firm at 
almost the highest point of the day, the 
final quotations on May being at 77 1-2@ 
77 5-8c. Clearances of wheat and flour 
were equal to 130,000 bushels. Primary 
receipts were 430,000 bushels, against 
415,000 bushels one year ago. Minneap- 
Olis, Duluth ang Chicago reported re- 
ceipts of 315 cars, against 272 cars iast 
week and 266 cars one year ago. 

There was a good demand for corn by 
shorts, commission houses and cash in- 
terests, and the market was firm nearly 
ali day.

GREEN HAPPY 
OVER VERDICT 


Ovation Given Former Sen- 
ator in the Courtroom 
on His Acquittal. 


Washington, March 8.—George E. Green, 
former senator of New York, who has 
been on trial in the district supreme court 
for more than two weeks, on charges of 
conspiracy to commit an offense against 
the United States, and to defraud the 
government in connection with the sale 
of time-recording clocks to the postoffice 
department, was today acquitted by 4&@ 
jury. .

Comer Gives Alabamans His 
Views on Immigration, 


Candidate for Governor Changed His 
Theme at Montgomery from 
Attacking Railroads to Dis- 
cussing Schools and Old 
Soldiers,

Montgomery, Ala., March, 8.—(Special.) 
The speech of B. B. Comer, president of 
the state railroad commission and can- 
didate for governor at the hands of the 
democratic party in the state, attracted 
a goodly sized audience to thé county 
court house this evening. He has been 
making speeches all over the state, belt- 
iing the territory this week, coming from 
the northern part to the central at one 
jump. At his Moulton speech on Tues- 
day Mr. Comer got away from the “rob- 
bery of the railroads by. rate excessés’’ 
to questions that are now taking the 
time of the citizens as a whole, notably 
schools and the old- soldiers. He said 
he was in favor of the greatest attention 
to both of them and all other lines of 
best interests. for. the state. However, 
he did not agree -with the talk of se- 
curing immigrants now quite general, 
saying that the ‘people who will be in- 
duced to come are often of a class that 
we do not care to have. “A great many 
people talk about immigration and are 
advocating immigration even to the 
coolie list,’”’ said Mr. Comer at Moulton. 
“Theat means immigration of the cheap- 
I do not 
favor that. I believe in immigration that 
builds up and doesn't tear down, but 
cheap labor is destructive. In this labor 
question you find an opportunity of dl- 
versifying your cron3. It takes more 
labor to work cotton than any crop on 
earth, so instead of demanding cheap 
labor why don’t you carry out your res- 
olution and diversify your crops and 
make of yourselves an independent peo- 
ple?’’ 

Interesting Colony. 


An interesting colloquy took place in 
the meeting of the railroad commission 
vesterday with President Comer on the 
one side and Associate Commissioner 
Tunstall and Sanders on the other. The 
new tariffs of the Atlantic and Birming- 
ham railroad were under discussion. 
This line parallels the Southern from 
Birmingham to Atlanta, and is the prop- 
erty of the Seaboard Air Line. It was 
urged that the new tariffs were exactly 
the same as those approved by the com- 
mission for the Southern, competitors 
in the same territory. Mr. Sanders said 
that the situation .was one out of the 
ordinary and he was not ready to say 
offhand what to do about it. -Mr. Co- 
mer was asked what he thought ought 
to de bone: Jumping to his feet and 
caroming off his own desk to that of 
the secretary he exclaimed: “I will never 
agree to any rate that is an advance 
over any now in force. Let us build 
down instead of.,up in the rate business, 
anyway.”
